GENOA, May 14.—Th* Italian for- 
eign minister. S3gsor Schaceer. who Is 
president of the economic conference, 
called on Ambassador Child tonight 
and handed him a formal invitation 
to the United States government to 
participate in th« newly arranged 
Hague conference <m Russian affairs 
In Jon*. 
.The ambassador Immediately for- 
warded the Invitation by cable of the 
State department at Washington. 


The annual report of the chief of

Whether a nomination will be made 
in the Democratic primary of August 
next or the race between these two 
well known citizens will be a free-for- 
all contest in the general election in 
November i«i not yet clear. Inasmuch 
as the Democratic primary for the 
nomination of a United States sena- 
tor will be held in August at which 
time a representative in Congress will 
also be nominated, should any Dem- 
ocrat aspire against Hon. J. M. Hook- 
er is not yet determined. 
The office of superintendent of pub- 
lic utilities Is one of the most lucra- 
tive and responsible in the city gov- 
ernment. Until a few years ago this 
official was elective by the Council, 


but during the service of Hon. Berry- 
man Green in the House of Delegates, 
the charter was amended to require 
the election of this official' by 
the 


people. Mr. Talbott has never before 
encountered opposition. He was elec- 
ted to the post after the death of Cap- 
tain C. A. Ballou who held the dual 
responsibilities of city engineer and 
superintendent of public utilities. It 
is chiefly to Captain Ballou that the 
ability of the city to establish and 
maintain its water and gas plants is 
attributed by those familiar with the 
city government for 'a quarter of a. 
century past. Mr. Talbott had been 
employed as clerk to the water and 
gas departments of the city govern- 
ment prior to his advancement to the 
superintendency. 
During Mr. Talbott's term of serv- 
ice the salary of the position has been 
several times increased until it Is now 
one of the best-paying positions in the 
municipal government. 
Mr. Marshall Is almost universally 
known and was for years connected 
with the City Council and for some 
years was president of that body 
He 
has demonstrated ability and high 
character and Is well and favorably 
known in business and fraternal Cir- 
cles in this city

The Truth About 


Russian Famine 


By WILBUR K. THOMAS, 


(Executive Secretary. American 
Friends Service Commission.) 


PHILADELPHIA. May 14.—The 


varying 
and 
often 
contradictory 


statements regarding famine condi- 
tions in Russia, have prompted me 
to answer questions In the minds of 
the public concerning the real situa- 
tion, as Mummarieed in the reports 
of voluntary "workers abroad con- 
nected with Hho American Friends 
Service Commission. 
First, has the 
famine 
situation 


been adequately met? 


By no means. There are still "hun- 
dreds 
or thousands to be fed and 


the food cannot be furnished to them 
before next harvest. 
Relief should have been extended 


to about JO,000,000 victims of the 
famine but the very best that all or- 
ganizations combined can do, will be 
to feed only nine or ten millions and 
this wll! probably not last for a per- 
iod exceeding two months. 


Until July 1 we can, of course. In- 
crease the number of people fed ac- 
cording to the amount of contribu- 
tions received. 
Figures which 
have 
been 
pub- 
lished regarding the total number of 
deaths through famine are almost 
always overestimated, including, per- 
haps. Dr. Nansen's statement that 
the total deaths from this cause are 
approximately 8,000,000. 
Reports hasve also been pub'lshed 


to the effect that, transportation "fa- 
cilities 
in 
Russta 
having broken 


down, it would be possible to ship 
only a limited quantity of supplies. 


But we are glad to state that all 


of our shipments have been forward- 
ed from the port of entry to the 
famine area with a minimum amount 
of delay. 
The winter has been severe and 


this, coupled with a crippled railroad 
system, has somewhat delayed our 
shipments, but so far m this respect 
we have had no cause for serious 
/complaint. 
' 
We feel that the Soviet 
govern- 


ment has done the very best it could 
under the circumstances. 
It 
has 


given the right of way to all ship- 
ments of food, has carried the sup- 
plies free of -charge, and has freely 
furnished helpers and warehouses. 


If the crops are very good this 


summer, there will not be much need 
for supplemetary feeding during the 
coming winter. 
Meanwhile, there is at present 


great need for all sanitary, medical 
and hospital supplies that con pos- 
sible be shipped into Russia. 
Our workers report that they can 


acommodate less than one-seventh 
of the children who are homeless. 


There Is a specially serious need 
for soap, disinfectants, cod-liver oil. 
drugs and such hospital supplies as 
linens, bandages and surgical Instrji- 
ments.

MILWAUKEE. Wls., May -13.—One 
.the government balloons which will 
muote' In the National Baloon race 


br 1922, to Start hero May 81, will 
arry a complete and new radio align- 
nent which will be tested hero for 
he first time. For the third time 
Vmerican army and navy balloons will 
lompete against civilians. Most of the 
fovernment pilots saw service in the 
TVorld War. The army will end three 
>alloons and the navy two, but great 
iccrecy appears to surround the entry 
>i these balloons. 
In addition, entries have come from 
Salph H. L'pson, of New York, who 
von the International Gordon Bennett 
:rophy In 1913; J. C. McKibben, of 
5t. Louis, Mo.; R. F. Donaldson, of 
Springfield, 111., H. E. Honeywell, of 
Clayton, Mo., and Warren Rasor of 
Brookvllle, O. The rac«>s will be one 
jf the largest in number of entries 
Held in America. 
During the week of May 29 a series 


jf plane races will be conducted un- 
3er the direction of th*> Aero Club of 
IVisconsin, the aeronautical aecton of 
:he Aero Club of Wisconsin, the aero- 
nautical section of the Wisconsin' As- 
socaton of Commerce. The organiza- 
tion reports promises from various 
aero clubs that they will send planes 
to the city to gve the balloons a good 
send-off, and also promsea from army 
offlcals that they wll have a number 
of planes on hand. Brig.-Gen. Wm. 
Mitchell will y to Milwaukee from 
Washington, D. C., accompanied by 
two other planes. 
Thirty or more 
planes are expected to be available 
for the demonstration, including some 
from Chicago, 
Monmouth. 111., 
De- 
troit, Mich., Minneapolis, Minn., Day- 
ton. Q., and New York. 
The balloon race will be for dis- 
tance and the pilots must choose the 
best wind currents at different alti- 
tudes and disyose of ballast and gas to 
the best advantage in order to land 
as far as possible from the starting 
point. This Is said to involve hundreds 
of different problems. It has been es- 
timated that the direction of the wind 
at the time of year selected has aver- 
aged a northwesterly course during 
he last forty years. If this condition 
should prevail this year it would take 
the balloons far into Canada, and all 
the pilots will carry winter equipment. 
7:he races commonly run from 400 to 
1,200 miles and last from eight to 60 
hours. 
It Is expected some of the 


balloons this year will be in the air 
four or flve days. One balloon party In 
the national race last year was lost 
four days. 
The Milwaukee program calls for an 


Inspection and visitors' day on May 
»0. On this day there will be a series 
of aeroplane races around the city. 
May 31 the balloons will start. 
The Aero Club of Wisconsin has 
stipulated that each pilot must carry 
as ballast 100,000 circulars about Mil- 
waukee and its business Interests to 
be released from time to time.
